75 the Ca- 
tholique Church dwindled away to the Church of England: perhaps 
you will anſwer me, that by one Holy C atholique Church you under. 
and all the variety of Proteſtants ; as Church cf Fnpland men, Pres. 
byterians, Litherars, Independents, Anabaptiſts, Fifth monarchy men, 
Quakers, Gcc. but all. theſe wanting that firſt and eſſential mark of 
the Catholique Church cal] d Unity, cannot be that one Holy Society 
intended by our Creed. ' And moreover, this makes Proteſtancy ſo 
wandring and uncertain a thing, that I for my part do not well under- 
ſtand it. Can you ſay that Lutherans & Church of England men are the 
fame in all material points, the Lutherans holding a Corporal preſence

in the Sacrament, and the Church of England denying it 2 or that 
Calviniſts and good Proteſtants are the ſame in all neceſſary matters, 
the former having no Orders of Prieſts and Biſhops, conſequently no 
true Sacraments, nor power of Binding and adſolving Sinners ? be- 
fides, the Catholique Church can never fail * But as for thoſe Seits of 
Proteſtants; Who ever ſaw or heard of them for many Ages before 
Henry VIII? 

Well, but you will inſt upon it that God hath his People among #7 
all. ſorts of Proteſtants; which anſwer I have ſometimes heard out of 
the mouths of Proteſtants. And it calls to my mind thoſe excellent 
words of the Late King's. Second Paper, viz. The Proteſtants are 
not of the Church of Ergland as 'tis the true Church from 
whence there can be no Appeal, but becauſe the diſcipline of that 
Church is conformable at thar preſent to their fancies, which as 
ſoon as it ſhall contradi&t or vary from, they are ready to ecm- 
brace or join with the next Congregation of People, whoſe Diſcie 
pline or Worſhip agrees with their own Opinion at that time, &c, 
And further it brings to my remembrance theſe words of a certain 
Perſon, once of my acquaintance;. he was. a Presbyterian, and 
gave his Sou leave to go for New Enpland to ſeek hs Fortune. 
Why, ſaid a Friend of his, they are all Iudependents there, and your 
Son will bg in danger of lofing hu Principles: I care not. what he be, 
replied 'hd other, ſo he be not a Papilt. | 

Ina word ( dear Reader ) it concerns thee to underſtand aright 
that Article of thy. Creed, 1 believe one Holy Catholique and Apo- 
ftolique Church; hecauſe the only way to be at reſt in this World, 
and happy in theWorld to come, u to find out that Church upon whoſe 
Authority thou mayſt rely. Noah's Dove found no reſt for the: ſole of 
ter Foot, until ſhe returned. into the Ark. No more wilt thou, but 
ſhalt be toſſed: too and fro upon. the an(table waters of Schiſm, until 
thou return into the Ark of one Holy Catholique Church. I pray re- 
collet what: St. Paul admoniſhes concerning Schiſm. I beſeech you 
Brethren by the name of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt that ye all jpake the 
fame thing, and that there be no Schiſms among you, 1 Cor. 1. 15, 
but that ye glorifie God with one mind. and. one meuth:. That ws, that 
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ye ſerve God, not ouly ſaying the ſame things but the ſame word, 

eſpecially about your Sacraments and Liturgy. For by one Spirit we 

(meaning all Chriſtians) are Baptized into one Body. Therefore he 

exhorts them to take heed of ſuch Teachers as have no Miſſion or Au- 

thority for what they ſay, but only good Words and fair Speeches 

to deceive the hearts of the ſimple. 

In the foll-wing Diſcourſe T hope the Reader ſhall find it briefly 
and yet fully made out to him, that the firſt Reformers had no Miſ- 
fron for what they did; nor any pretence to juſtifie their Separation 
and breach of Unity but only the Scripture as interpreted by them- 
ſelves, not only without bat againſt the Authority of the preſent Ca- 
. tholick Church: out of which a man may have all things except Sab. 
vation, ſaid $t Auguſiin. And further he ſhall find me preſſing for 
an Anſwer to ſuch Queſtions. as theſe, viz. 

What Prieſtho:d or Joly Orders had the firſt Reformers but what 
they received from the hands of Roman C atholique Biſhops ? 

Whether a Presbyterian. Miniſter, having received Orders from a 
Proteſtant Biſhop, can by vertue of ſuch Orders pronounce the Church 
of England a corrupt Church 2 : , 
Whether Cranmer and his Aſſociates could condemn the Church of 
Rome by pretence of the Miſſion they received ſrom her Biſhops > 

Whether an Af of Parliament in France, Spain, or Germany, 
be not as good an Authority for Popery there, as in England for Prote- 
fancy > And in caſe there be no Judg to determin who have the true 
ſence of Scripture, Roman C atholiques or Proteflants. Whether the 
Catholique ſence be not as good as the Proteſtants 2 

Finally T intreat the Proteſtant Reader to peruſe Dr. Heylin's 
Hiſtory of the Reformation, a Book that ſpeaks bitterly enough againſt 
Popery, yet as to matter of Fatt, ſo honeſtly written, that, notwith- 
Randing all Dr. Burnet's induſtry to diminiſh its credit, it hath ope- 
ned the Eyes of many good Proteſlants. See Dr. Burnet's charatter 
of it in his Preface to his firſt Volume, where he cenſures it not for tel- 
ling untruths in matter of Hiſtory, but rather for ſpeaking too much 
truth. He doubts.not but Dr. Heylin was a ſincere Proteſtant but 
violently carried away by ſome particular conceits,. (zheſe are 
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Burnet's words) and is not to be excuſed that he never vouched 
any Authority for what he writ, ©c. This t the worf? he could ſay, 
ana tis an untruth that Heylin writ upon uncertain grounds as Dr. 
Burnet would infinuate. For thus Heylin himſelf will ſatisfie the 
Reader in the Preface to his Hiſtory, viz. As for my performance 
in this work; in the firſt place I am to tell chee, that towards the 
raiſing of this Fabrick, I have not borrowed my materials only 
out of vulgar Authors, but ſearched into the Regiſters of the Con- 
vocation, conſulted all ſuch As of Parliament as concerned my 
purpoſe, adviſed with many Foreign Writers of great name and 
credit, exemplified ſome Records and Charters of no common 
Quality, many rare Pieces in the Famous Co7tonian Library, and 
nor a {ew Debates and Orders of the Council Table : And next 
I am to let thee know that in the whole carriage of this Work [I 
have aſſumed unto my ſelt the freedom of a juſt Hiſtorian, deli. 
vering nothing for a Truth without good Authority; bur ſo de- 
livering the Truth as to witneſs for me that I am neither byaſſcd 
by Love or Hatred. Tf I ſeem ſharp art any time, as ſometimes 
T may; it is but in ſuch caſes only and on fuch occaſions in which 
there is no good to be done by lenitives, &®'c. I have tranſcribed 
this paſſage, leaſt the Reader ſhould be impoſed on by Burnct's chara- 
Aer of the ingerious Heylin, whoſe Hiſtory he would diſparage to ad- 
wance the reputation of his own. And I pray the Reader to obſerve 
that Dr. Burnet does not inſtance one paſſage of any moment in all 
Heylins Work, wherein that he dares ſay he is falſe, which certainly 
he would have done; had he found any ſuch. Burt he delivers many 
things in ſuch a manner and fo ſtrangely, that one would think 
( fays Burnet ) he had been ſecretly ſet on by thoſe of the Church 
of Rome, though I doubr not bur he was a ſincere Proteſtanr, 9c. 
But what ſort of People they were who ſet on Dr. Burnet to write his 
Hiſtory is very well known. T will inflance ſome paſſages cut f 
Heylin, which 7 ſupprſe did not pleaſe Dr. Burnet, viz. All that 
was done in order to a Reformation under Henry VIII. ſeemed 7o be 
accidental only, and by the ty; rather deſigned on private ends than 
out of any ſettled purpoſe to Reform the Church, and therefore —_ 
Ot mitted 
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mitted and reſumed again as thoſe ends had variance. But now the 
wor k was carried on with a conſtant hand (under Edward VI ) the 
Prelates of the Church cooperating with the King and his Council &c. 
And ſcarce had they brought ir to this paſs when King Edward 
dyed, whe death T cannot reckon for an infelicity to the Church 
ot England ( faith the Doftor) For being ill principld in him- 
felf, and eafily inclined ro embrace ſuch Councils as were of- 
fered to him, it is not to be thought bur that the reſt of the Bj- 
{hopricks ( before ſufficiently impoveriſhed ) muſt have followed 
the Fate of Durham, and the poor Church be leſt as deſtitute of 
Lands and Ornaments as when ſhe came into the World in her 
natural nakedneſs. Nor was it like to happen otherwiſe in the 
foilowing Reign (to wit, of the Lady Jane Grey) it it had laſted 
longer then a nine days wonder. For Daudly Duke of Northam: 
terland, who then ruid the roaſt, and had betore diſſolved, and 
in hope devoured the wealthy Biſhoprick c: Durham, might caſily 
have poſſeſſea himſelf of the Biſhopricks of Tork and Carliſle, &c. 
Dudly's Son was Married to the ſaid Lady Jane Proclaimed Queen, 
to maintain whoſe Intereſt and Title, the poor remainder ot the. 
Churches Patrimony was in all probability ( ſays Zeylin)to have 
been ſhared among(it thoſe of that Party to make 'em ſure ; but 
the wiſdom of this great Achitophel ( Dudly) being turned to 
fooliſhneſs, he fell into the hands of the publick Hangman, Wc. 
Reader, behold the ſpirit of Reformation which Governed thoſe 
times. They are Heylin's own words. | 
But what is all this | you will ſay) to Cranmer and other Clergy- 
men, whoſe intentions of Reformation were ſincere and honeſt > As 
for Cranmer thes, you may judge of his ſpirit by what I ſhall remark 
to you preſently out of Dottor Burnet's Records. Only ot ſerve the 
Duke of Somerſet's Hiſtory in ſhort, thus out of Heylin. Being con- 
demind to dye by his own Brethren of the Reformation, he was ſo de- 
feftive in his judyment, as not to crave the benefit of hrs Clergy, 
which might have ſaved his life; whether it were ſome ſecret judg- 
ment on him trom above, that he who had deflroyed ſo many 
Churches, invaded the eſtate of ſo many Cathedrals, deprived fo. 
many learned men ol their means and livelihood { for being Pa- 
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piſts)ſhouſtl want the henefit of Clergy in his greateſt extremity, 
&c. Olferve the remarkable fates of thoſe grand Reformers. Now as 
for Cranmer's ſpirit, take notice of it from his own words recorded 
by Dr. Burnet, which the Reader may conſult, to ſave me the labour 
of tranſcribing Ore or two paſſages 1 cannot omtt : Cranmer, with 
the reſt if the Engliſh Biſhops, being defired to retarn their Anſwers 
ſeverally to this Queſtion ; Whether in the New Teſtament be requi- 
red any Conſecration of a Biſhop or Prieſt > Cranmer Anſwers thus. 
#nder his hand viz In the New Teſtament, he that is appointed to be 
a Prieſt or Biſhop, needeth no Conſecration by the Scriptme, for ele- 
dion thereunto is ſufficient. In which Aſſertion, all the reſt of the 
Biſhops, except one, were againſt him. 

And being conſulted about another (Queſt ion Whether B iſhops and 
Prieſts only may excommunicate by Gods Law 2 To which ke returns 
this Anſwer under his hand Viz. A Biſhop or a Prieſt, by the Scrip- 
ture, is neither commanded nor forbidden to excommunicate, but 
where the Laws of any Countrey give them Authority to Excommunt- 
cate, there they ought to uſe the ſame in ſuch Crimes as the Laws have 
fach Authority in And where the Laws of the Countrey forbid then, 
there they have no Authority at all. And they that be no Prieſts 
may alſo Excommunicate, if the Law allow thereuntse. Here he had 
the ſpirit of Hobbs of Malmsbury. 

And about another Queſtion, whether by Authority of Chriſt's 
words, quorum remiſerits peccata, remittunur illis, Chri/tians are 
beund to confeſs their ſecret ſins to a Prieſt > He anſwered in the ne- 
gative againſt all the reſt of the Biſhops except one. Let the Reader 
conſult Burnet, and compare him with Heylin; zn both which it will 

pear, that the Grand Retormers, Somerſet, Dudly, Etc. made their 
Breakfaſt only of Abby Lands, intending to Dine upen the Biſhops 
Lands Burnet ſtrains all his wit to palliat their doings, and paint 
them out to advantage. Heylin repreſents them honeſtly for the moſt 
part and in their own colours ; and in my poor opinion, writes more 
truth, and better Engliſh : He was full of a generous indignation to ſee 
Jo much Stripping and Plundering of God's Houſe under pretence . of

Humbly beg leave to ſend Your Grace this short Ac- 
count of my Reconcilement to the Catholick Church. 
God be praiſed it was not any confideration of Tempo- 


ral Intereſt that inclin'd me to it, as all that have known 


me theſe ſeveral years paſt can witneſs. But having often 
reflected on the uncertainty and variety of the Proteſtant 
Spirit, and peruſed the Books of Catholicks without preju- 
dice, eſpecially the Maſs it ſelf, 1 found my ſelf deceiv'd 
by the Reports which 1 had entertained of Catholick Re- 
ligton. 


Here are three Points chiefly wherein I could never fa- 

tisfy my ſelf, ſince I began to ſtudy the Controverſybe- 

tween both Churches. One is the Authority or Mifhor 

of the firſt Reformers. "The ſecond is the want of Confeſſion in 

the Church of Zxg/and. The third is the Anſwer given by Pro- 

reſtants to-thar Queſtion in his late Majeſties Papers, Where 7s 

that one Holy Catholick and Apoſtolick Church which we do profeſs 
ro believe in the two Creeds 2 


As to the -firſt, I have ſeen Dr. Bramhalfs and Mr. Maſon's 
Vindications of the Church of Exg/and; but could never find any 
ſatisfactory Anſwer ro this Queſtion, Who authoriz'd the firſt 
Reformers to Preach their Proteſtant DoQrine, and Adminiſter 
their Proteſtant Sacraments ? Their Prieſtly or Epiſcopal Cha- 
racter, whether valid or no, I meddle not with to prevent Dil- 
putes : although I think it no eaſy matter to find out who Or- 
dained the firſt Proteſtant Biſhops; there being none to do ir 
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except Roman Catholick Prelates, who never uſe to -Conſecrate 
any rroteſtants. This teſtimony I lately met with in the Re- 
cords anncxcd to Dr. Burxet's ſecond Volume of his Hiſtory of 
Reformation. 

In the Month of March anno 1553. Queen Mary ſent this, a- 
monglt other Articles, ro the Biſhop” of London, viz. Touching ſuch 
perſons as were heretefore (meaning the days of Edward 6.) promo- 
ted to any Orders after the new ſort aud faſhion of Orders, confider- 
ing they were not ordered in very deed, the Biſhop of the Dinceſs 
finding otherwiſe ſufſictency and ability in thoſe men, may ſupply that 
thing which wanted in them before, and then according to his diſcre- 
tion admit them to minifter, «xc. This royal tcſtimony, with the 
honeſt Proteſtant Reader, will not be deſpiſablc, I thall nor in- 
fiſt upon'it, but only obſerve at preſent that Cranmer, Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, and Latimer Biſhop of Worceſter, at the time of 
their Conſecration were profſelied Roman Catholicks in ail points, 
except perhaps the Pope's Supremacy ; bur afterwards turning 
Proteſtants, and pronouncing the Church of Rome Idolatrous, | 
would fain know by whoſe Authority. ; 

- >ae truth is, they were firſt Ordain'd Catholick Biſhops ac- 
cording-to the Roman. Poxzifical,and atterwards made themſelves 
Proteſtant Biſhops. Bur I underſtand not how a man can forfake 
the Church of Erg/and, and Preach Presbyterian DofQtrine by 
vertue of his Proteſtant Orders ; nor how any man can;juſtiſy his 
Proteſtant DoCEtrine by authority of his Popiſh Miſſion. * 

This was Cramer's and Latimer's caſe, who at the- time of 
their Conſecration (which was in the days of Henry E.) profeſſed 
ſeven Sacraments ; whether they believed ſo many, is a queſtion : 
afterwards, au#o 1536. retrenched them to three, that is ro ſay, 
Baptiſm, Penance, and the Lord's Supper: then to two, a»no 1 549. 
By whoſe Authority or Miſſion, I cannot tell. So that Prozeſtancy 
ſcems to me to have been born into the World not like honeſtly 
begotten children, whoſe Parents.are known, but rather like'a 
by blow, whoſe Father is doubtful. I have known ſome Presby:- 
tcrians, when queſtioned about their Miſſion, pretend they did 

receive 
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receive it from Church of Exglard Prelates; but being further in- 
terrogated, did that Church Authorize you to Preach ayainit her 
Sacraments or Liturgy ? there was no Anſwer to be had. I know 
it will be faid thar the Proteſtant Religion is Authoriz' i by Act 
of Parliament, and ſo is not Presbytery. A Parliamentary Mil. 
ſion then our firlt Reformers had, an no other that 1 can find. 
But whether the Parliament, being a Civil Auchority, has power 
to ſend Miſſioners to preach the Goſpel, and adminiſter Sacra- 
ments, I do not well underſtand, It rhey have, I ſuppoſe every 
Member of Parliament may preach and adminiſter Sacraments if 
he pleaſes; becauſe no man can give thar Authoriry unto others 
- which he hath not himſelf. And if Z»g/ih Parliaments may 
preach and adminiſter Sacraments, I doubt not bur the French, 
Spaniſh,Scottiſh, and Iriſh may do the fame ; and then whar unity 
of Spirit or agreement in Faith Chriſtians are like to have, I could 
never underſtand. 

To this, two Anſwers are wont to be given, which I will not 
conceal from the Reader. One is, that Crarmer and his Aſſociates 
were ſent and ordered by the Roman Ponttfical to inſtruct the peo- 
ple according to the Scriptures. This is the Anſwer of Dr. Bur- 
net. The Church (faith he) was overrun with Errors and Corrupti- 
ons, thu Cranmer ſaw, and was obliged to undeceive the people. Ve. 
ry good. Bur I increat the Reader to inſpect che Records afore- 
ſaid, publiſhed by che DoCtor himſelf, and annexed to rhe firſt 
and ſecond Volume of his Hiſtory: where he ſhall find Craumer 
and one or rwo Biſhops more pretending Errors and Corruptions, 
and driving on a Reformation againſt the major Vote of the Eng- 
liſh Biſhops. He thall find the fame Cranmer ar the time of his 
Conſecration owning & proteſſing thoſe very DoCtrines which af 
terwards he called Errors 6: Corruptions; fo thar {till I muſt ask 
the old Queſtion, by whoſe Authority did he condemn that 
Church trom whom he reccived his Mzfton and holy Orders? I 
defire to know Whether an honeſt man can preach againſt the 
Lirurgy, Sacraments, er Conſtitution of any Church by vertue 
of any Commilfion he received from it? and whether ſuch 
Oy B 2 Preacher 
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Preacher be not liable to the Cenſures of that Church? did ever 
any Church authorize her Prieſts or Biſhops to go and preach 
the Goſpel after their own private Senſe or Conſcience in contra- 
diction to her declared Dodtrine and Worſhip? does the Church 
of England give any fuch Power at this day 2 No.by no means. 
| Read the Form appointed by her for the Ordination of a Prieſt, 
where the Biſhop is to interrogate the Party thus, viz Do you 
think in your heart that you be truly called according to the order of 
this Church of England to the Order and Miniſtry of Prieſthood ? 
The Anſwer is, 7 think ſo. Will you then (ſaith the Proteſtant 
Biſhop) give your diligence always to miniſter the Dodtrine and 
Sacraments as thu Church and Realm hath received the ſame accord- 
ing to the Commandments of God? The Aniwer is, 7 will do ſo by 
the help of God ? , 

So that as no honeſt man can turn Presbyterian or Independant 
Preacher by vertue of his Proteſtant Miſſion ; ſo neither can he 
preach Proteſtant Dodtrin by pretence of a Commiſſion he re- 
ceived from the Church of Rome. It any body ſhould ask me, 
what if the Church be manifeſtly corrupted with Superſtition, and 
Idolatry? in this caſe why may not able men preach without any 
Miſſion 2 IT muſt beg leave to ask him again, Whar if che 
Church finds thoſe Men of Abilities manifeſtly intoxicated with 
miſtakes of Holy Scripture? with a Spirit of perverisneſs and a 
deſire of change? or perhaps an evil Eye at the Lands of the 
Church > whart is to be done in this caſe! Let the Scriptare (he 
will fay) determine the buſineſs: But the Scripture admits of 
various interpretations: and I would fain know what Rebel or 
Heretique ſhall ever be convi&t that muſt be tryed by a Law 
whereof himſelf muſt be the Interpreter? 

Well, but Crarmer, tho he had no Miſſion. to reform, was per- 
haps a Holy Man : as for his SanQtity, the Reader may be pleaſed 
to ſee him ſubſcribing to a Letter in Foxes Alts aud Monuments tor 
excluding his Lawtul Sovereign the Princeſs Mary from Succeſſion 
to the Crown: and afterwards recanting the Proteſtant Religion, 
and rclapſing. into it again when he faw no hopes of a ye 
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The truth is, when I refle&t that Cromwell and he were the'chict 
Engincers of the Reformation, firt ro Divorce Henry VIII. from 
his moſt vertuvus and innocent Wite Q12en Xrherin, then ta 
Marry him to Ann Boley, and afterwaris to d (Dive that Mar- 
riage: Then to deitroy R:ligious Houles, and hang up the poor 
Abbots; disband Four or Five Sacraments; ſet the People a 
madding aſter New Liphrs : I cannot but !ook upon thote two 
Polititians as the Ring-lcalers of all that Coniuſion and Miichief 
which has ſince broke out upon the Stage of Great Britain. 

So much for the former Anſwer that Crammer and his Aſſociats. 
were ſent and ordained by the Roman Pontifical to teach the peo- 
ple according to the Scriptures, which they did according to 
their own ſence of the Scriptures. 

[f it be ſaid that he preached no new Doctrine, nor admini- 
ſired any new Sacraments, but only the Primitive Dottrine and 
Sacraments of Jeſus Chriſt according to the ſence of the Antient 
Fathers, which is the ſecond Anſwer : I pray the Reader to re- 
member that this was the very anſwer of Luther, Socinus, Zuin- 
glius, Calvin, and moſt other Reformers.. I am not now diſpu- 
ting what DoQrin he preached ? but who ſent him to preach his 
Proteſtant Doctrine, and Adminiſter his Prote/tant Sacraments? 
'Tis not his Doctrine but Miſ7on that I am now enquiring after. 
How ſhall they preach except they be ſent, ſaith St. Paul. *Tis not 
. a pretence of true Doctrine without external and lawful Miſſion 
that makes a man a Preacher of the Goſpel. The neceſſity of 
Miſſion appears ſrom God's own word, Ferem.23. [have not ſent 
theſe Prophets, yet they ran; I have net ſpoken to them, yet they 
prophecied, verſ. 21. therefore they ſhall not profit this people at all 
faith the Lord, verl. 32. 

There arc but two ſorts of Miſſion in Holy Scripture, the one 
Ordinary, the other Extraordinary : The former is the Licence 
and Approbation of the Church in becing : The later is the im- 
mediate Voice and Inſpiration of God himſelf ever arreſted by 
Miracles, prediQion of future and publick Events, &'c. Now as 
for the firſt Preachers of Reformation, lome body mult ſend them 
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'by an Ordinary or Extraordinary Commiſſion, or they muſt run 
of their own heads. Fur © latro eft ( faith St Cyprian) quia” 
nemine miſſus nifi a ſeipſo: that is to ſay, he enters nor by the 
'Door as honeſt men do, bur ſeeks Windows, Corners, or By- 
ways of [his own ; as if the Divine Providence. were Wanting 
-- (when neceſſity requires" to ſend Preachers into the Church, or 
to furniſh them with ſufficient Crederrrals io as to leave us with- 
-out excuſe. Did not the Hand of God lirike Z/zzahb with ſudden 
death for preſuming to put forth his hand, uncommandced, to 
ſupport the Ark from falling, 2 Sam. 6. And King /zz7ab with a 
Leproſie to the day of his death tor offering Incenſe winch apper- 
tained to the Prieſts alone ? Are not theſe things recorded tor wur 
inſtruftion? _ 

The not conſidering this matter hath brought a wor/d of con- 
fuſion upon theſe Kingdoms; and rill the Peopie can be brought 
to underſland it, we arc ncver like to ſce an end of our Religious 
Diſtrattions. For why may not I (may a Presbyterian Miniſter 
ſay} having the ſame authority of Scripture which Cranmer pre- 
tended to, preach againſt the ſaperſtition of Common prayer , as 
well as he againlt the /dolatry of the Maſs? 


The Second point wherein I was diſſatisfied was the want of 
"Confeſſion to a Prieſt. I found Proteſtant Sermons had ſome Au- 
thority with the people, but not much for lack of this Curb up- 
pon their Vices. Catholiques commir fin,*cis true ; bur call them- 
ſelves to an account ſor it by Confeſſion and Submiſſion to their 
Ghoſtly Fathers. Proteſtants fin likewiſe without calling them- 
ſelves ro any ſuch reckoning ; becauſe they can make a ſhift 
withour it. | 

I have divers times diſcourſed with Proteſtant Miniſters,and ſome 
Proteitant Biſhops abour this matrer. I was ſorry to find no har- 
mony in their opinions. Some ſaid *rwas a thing allow'd by the 
Church of England as very expedient in ſome cafes, but no mat- 
tcr of neceſſity- Others rhought it bur a picklock of ſecrets, and 
A matrtcr ot ii! conſequence, Bur when I urg'd that the Church of 
| | _ England 
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England ſeems to require it in her Offices for the Communion and 
Viſitation of the Sick, the reply was,ſhe does it with this proviſo, 
if a man be troub/ed with any doubts or ſcruples; Which rep'y did 
but add more to my difſatista&tion. For thought T, is Confcflion 
nothing elſe but to be rcſolv'd in our ſcruples and doubts? I have 
ſometimcs withed her exhortation before the Communion, other- 
wiſe worded then ſaying, if there be any of you which cannot quiet 
his own Conſcience, let him come to me or ſome other Learned Minz- 
ſter of Gods Word, and open his grief, &c. Which words fecm to al- 
low as much as that ſinners may fatisfy their own Conſciences 
well enough without troubling themſelves ſor the A4b/olution of a 
Prieſt, although a Prieſt may be had. 

In ſhort, I confeſs my duineſs underſtands neither the Piety nor 
Policy of lcaving off the practile of a thing ſo approved and fre- 
quented by all the Chriftian World, except the people of our 
Iſlands, and ſome few others that call themſelves Kefermed. And 
that only tor ſome abuſes which poſſibly may attend ic. By this - 
mcans the Church ot England appears to me to have loft that 
intereſt in the Conſciences of the people, which both the Roman 
and Greek Prieits are happy in at this day. 

And what if ſome Catholicks are never the better for it? what 
are many Proteſtants the better tor all the Sermons they hear, 
and Sacraments they receive? If we confeſs our fins, God is faith, 
ful and juſt to forgive as our fins, ſaith St. Fohn. Faithful and juſt 
to what? even to his own promiſe which he hath thrice repeated 
in the Goſpel, Whoſeevers fins ye remit, they are remitted unto them. 
But other promiſe that he wi!l do it without the miniſtry of his - 
Prieſts, we read not of .in the New Teſtament. I pray the Rea- 
der to conſider whether private Sinners in the Church of Eyg. 
land do not offend God at a much cheaper rate then in the 
Church of Rome; ſince in the Church of Rome they are bound to 
ſome Pennance : Bur in the Church of England they may con- 
feſs to. their Miniſters and do Pennance it they will, or it they 
wil! not, they may let it alone. . f they cannot ſatisfie their own 
Conſciences { laith the Common prayer ) /et them come to me, or 
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feme other diſcreet and learned Miniſter, and open their grief, Sc. 
that Chriſtians may receive the Communion ot Chriſt's Body and 
Blood without a previous Confeſſion and Abfolution by a Prieſt, 
was never heard of 'in the Catholique Church until the days of 
Henry VII. | 


The third difficulty was the Anſwer given by Proteſtants 
ro that Queſtion in the Late Kings Papers, Where u that one 
Holy Catholique and Apeſtolique Charch which we do profeſs to be- 
lieve in the two Creeds? Was there any ſuch Society as one Holy 
Catholique Church extant upon the tace of the earth when Cran- 
mer began his Reformation? and what Provinces of the Earth did 
this Church inhabit 2 This is a plain Queſtion, and deſires 
no Anſwer bur of the 4b; or place where to find it, This 
Society, it it be not an 1dea Platonica, muſt appear ſomewhere. - 
And when that is known, the next Doubt is, Did Cranmer be- 
lieve himſelf a Member of it? and it fo, I would tain know who 
who gave him authority to Reform this ove Fly Catholique and 
Apoſtolique Church > to ſet up Altar againſt Alrar, Oc. it there 
were no ſuch Church extant upon the face of the earth, as there 
muſt be none in caſe ſhe were lapſed into /dolatry, what became 
of our Saviours prediction, that the Gates of Hell ſhall never pre- 
vail againſt his Church 2 1 am told that Dr. $S— eet has anſwer: 
ed thele Queſtions by ſaying that the Church of Rome are ſdola- 
ters, and yet a true Church at the ſame time: Which Anſwer I 
confeſs 1 do not underſtand. For what agreement hath the Temple 
of God with Idols, ( faith St. Paul ) and what concord hath Chriſt 
with Belial 2 for ye are the Temple of the Living God, what com- 
munion hath light with darkreſs 2 2 Cor. 6. 16. What 2 Tdolaters 
and yet a true Church ? 'tis as much as to ſay they are in the 
way to Heaven and Hell at the ſame time. Bur ſuch Anfwers 
muſt be given when there are no better. I confeſs I never read 
this Anfwer in him, I only have it by hearſay. Surcly, to tcach 
and practiſe /do/atry deſtroys the very beeing of a Chriſtian 
Church. ' And if the Church of Rome be no Chri/tiau Church, 
there 
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there is an end of the Epiſcopal Succeſſion of the Church of En 
gland, and conſequently of the Church ir ſelf. 

To conclude, that which obliged me moſt of all to the 
Church of Rome, was the peruſal of her Books of Devotion : 
ſuch as Saint Francis Sales Biſhop of Geneva his Introduttion 
to a Devont Life. Neirembergius of the difference betwixt Time 
and Eternity. Lewis Granatenſis of the Love of God. Kempis 
of the following of Chriſt, &c. Eſpecially the Maſs it ſelf : which 
I read without prejudice, and compared the Spirit of Piety, 
which I found there, with the Spiriz of Reformation. 

In ſtead of Idolatry, I found the moſt elevated and judicious 
Prayers to the Holy Trinity ; concluding in the Name of our -. 
Saviour Jeſus Chriſt ; beſides the daily Sacrifice offercd up to 
Almighty God according to his own appointment, Do this is 
remembrance of me. All this I obſerved, and then ſaid within 
my ſelf, God forgive the wickedneſs of thoſe people who quar- 
rel at this, and perſecute it with fo blind and furious an aver- 
ſion. So did the Fews crucity our Saviour. 

What fault can any ingenuous Proteſtant find with this or 
any other Prayer of the Maſs 2 Sufcipe ſanite Pater, omnipo- 
tens eterne- Deus hanc immaculatam hoſtiam quam ego indignus 
famulus tuus offero tibi Deo meo vivo © wero, Gc. Accept, O 
holy Father Almighty and Ecernal God, this unſpotted Sacr:- 
fice which I thy unworthy Servant offer unto thee, my living 
and true God, for my innumerable fins, offences and negli- 
gences, and for all here preſent, as alſo for all faithtul Chriſti 

ans both living and dead, that it may avail both me and them 
unto everlaſting life, Amer. If this be the Maſs, who bur a 
perverſe ill natur'd Phanatick can except apainlt it ? 


p As tor the Confiteor ſaid at the beginning of Maſs, the Rea- 
; der ſhall find Proteſtants objeCting nothing againſt ir, but what | 
: Presbyterians do againſt that Canticle in the Common Prayer- | 
: B-ok, called Benedicite omnia opera. 0 Ananias, Azarias and 
p Miſael, praiſe ye the Lord, is as rank Popery with the Presby- 
n C terians,

terians, as any thing in the Maſs, or Litanies of our Lady. 
For what's thar (ſay they) bur to invocate dead men, who 
don't hear us. Thus they will interpret it in their own ſeyſe, 
and not in the ſenſe of the Church of England. 

In a word, I found the Church of England bcholding to the 
Maſs for the beſt Flowers in her Communion Service. And 


them read it as I have done, and believe their own eyes. The 
objeCtion ot its being ſaid in the Latin Tongue, allows every 
man to hear it that underſtands Latir. And as for unlearned 
Catholicks,if the truth were known, they underſtand as much 
or more of it than z//;terate Proteſtants do of the Common:- 
Prayer. What does the Proteſtant Multitude underſtand of 
the predictions of 1ſaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, Daniel, Zechariah 
read in their Churches by appointment of the Common Pray- 
er? How many Expoſitions of the Maſs are extant in Print by 
commandment ot the Church? fo that no man can be igno- 
rant of it that deſires to be informed How. much more uni- 
verſa} and vulgar is the Latiz then the Erng/ii/þ Tongue 2 Had 
not the Fewiſh Church (being then the only true Church in 
the World) aimolt all her Scriptures and publick Service for 
fourteen Generations, that is to ſay, from the Captivity of Ba- 
bylon unto Chriſt in the old Hebrew ? a Language not then 
underſtood by the common. people. Did our Saviour or 
his Apoſtles ever reprehend the Jews for this? or for not 
tranſlating their Scriptures into the vulgar Language ? If 
the Service of God muſt be ſaid in the maternal Language 


Spain, that underſtands not the Language, go to ſerve God 
upon the Lord's Day ?- This would deſtroy all community of 
Sacraments and Liturgy between the members of the Catho- 
lick Church; which being oze Body or Society of men, cannot 
bz like the Builders of Babel, who could not .underſtand one 
2nothers Language, Now 7 beſeech you Brethren, (fauth Saint 

| Paaut,) 


ſince ſome Proteſtants will believe nothing but their ſerſes, let 


of every Nation, where ſhall an Z»g/iſhþ man in France or 
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Paul,) by the name of our Lord Feſus Chriſt, that ye all ſpeck the 
ſame thing, and that there be no Schiſms among you, that ye may 
with one mind and one mouth Glorify God: x Cor. 1. 10. 
Rom. 15. 6. 

In fine, let the Reader compare that Devotion which Ca- 
tholicks pay to the Sacrifice of the Maſs, with that which moſt 
Proteſtants ſhew to the Common Prayer, and then fee how 
much better we are by reforming the Maſs into Engiiſh. As for 
Saint Paul's 14th Chapter of his firſt Epiſtle to the Corinthians, 
[humbly think it not well underſtood by Proteſtants. 7f any 
man be ignorant, ſaith he, let him be ignorant. Wherefore Bre- 
thren, covet to Prophecy, and forbid not to ſpeak with tongues, 
ver. 39. God is not the Author of Confuſion, but of Peace, 
ver. 33. 

Upon the whole matter, I defire to be inform'd whether 
the Proteſtant Ghurch had any other foundation (ſetting aſide 
an Att of Parliament) then every man's own reaſon, or which 
is the ſame thing, the Scripture interpreted by every man's rea- 
ſon. ' There are but two Baſes whereupon to ſettle our 
ſelves, the Scripture and Fathers expounded by my own rea- 
ſon, or the Scriptures and Fathers expounded by the voice of 
the preſent Vitible Church. This later is Popifþ and cannot 
ſupport a Reformed Fabrick. | 

I have ſometimes wonder'd at this Afſſertion of Calvzy. 
Taſtit. Lib. 4. Cap. 1. (ſo incoherent with his own Principles of 
Reformation) extra Ecclefiz gremium nul/a ſperanda ſalus nec 
remiſſio peccatorum, quia non eſt altus in vitam ingreſſus; which 
T think may be thus rendered into Engliſh; He that will en- 
ter into Life, let him mortific the pride of his own Reaſon, 
and humbly caſt himſelf at the feet of the Catbolique.Church. 
It this be the meaning of his words, as it mult be in caſe he 
believed any ſuch thing as ove Holy Catholique Church; how 
he will juſtifie his Reformation ar the day of Judgment, I'can- 
Aot 1imagin, 
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In this Paper therefore I preſume not to aſſert my own rea: 
fon (which I confeſs to be as weak as any body elfe can think 
it) but the Authority of the Church againſt the Arrogance of 
the firſt Reformers. This difterence I underſtand berwixt the 
ſpirit of Catholiques and of Heretiques; the tormer make uſe 
of their Reaſon with ſubmiſſion, the later with contradition 
and petulancy againſt the Church; and againſt the expreſs 
words of Chriſt, he that heareth you, heareth me, and he that 

_ deſpiſeth you deſpiſeth me. 

Cranmer had no miſſion from Heaven, nor yet from the 

preſent viſible Church to authoriſe his doings; but made him- 

. 1: Fudg, Witneſs, and Accuſer. So did Luther, ſo did Calviy, 
Socinus, Knipperdoling, Oc. how they will anſwer it at the laſt 
day I cannot underſtand. 

A word or two more before I make an end. I know divers 
loyal Perſons of the Church of Exgland, who are Proteſtants 
by the tyranny of Prejudice or intereſt, but Catholiques by in- 
clination : of them I beg lcave to ask a few Queſtions. What 
Prieſthood or Holy Orders have Proteſtants but what they 
conieſs to have received from Roman Catholique Biſhops? 
who gave them authority to pronounce themſelves ſound Mem- 
bers, and. the Church of Rome a corrupt Arm of the Catholicue 
Church 2 did not the Presbyterians, anzo 1641, pretend the: 
very ſame warrant of Scripture for Reforming the Church of 
England? and the Independents for ſupplanting the Presbyte- 
rians, anno: 1647. the Presbyterians (faid Flugh Peters) are no 
other then Gibconites who may help to hew Stones and ſquare 
Timber for a more glorious Reformation. 

Now as for Roman Catholiques, do they ever ſay Maſs to 
any other Obje&t bur the Living God, Father, Som and Holy 
Ghoſt 2 read the Catechiſm of the Council of Trext, and ſee 
whether they attribuce any thing to 4»gels or Saints, but as 
the Miniſters and Favourites of the Living God, receiving 
from him whatcyer unccrſtanding they may haye of oun 
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Affairs upon earth. The Angels muſt know our Afﬀairs, be- 
cauſe they are miniſtring Spirits ſent forth for the good of thoſe 
who ſhall be heirs of Salvation; and beauſe they rejoice at the 
converſion of Sinners: and have glorified Saints no commu- 
nication or intelligence with the Angels > As tor the /mages 
of Chriſt's humane nature, ſee the 25h. Seſſion of the Coun- 
cil of Trent, and enquire whether Roman Catholiques pay a- 
ny more reſpects to them then Proteſtants do to the Elements: 
of Bread and Wine, which (ſay they ) are but a Figure or 
Image of Chriſts Body and Blood: Omnis Superſtitio in ima- 
ginum uſu facro toatur, ſaith that Council; Let all Superftiti. 
on be taken away in the uſe of Images; and then pives it in 
charge to all Biſhops ro look to it. The Church of EFag/and 
Proteſtants are every jot as offenſive to us (fay the Presbyre- 
rians) kneeling before the Elements of Bread and Wine, as the: 
Papiſts kneeling before the mages of Chriſt. I humbly re- 
commend to Proteſtants the peruſal of a late Book entituled: 
Pax Vobis :. and of another ſtyled Conſiderations upon the Coun: 
cil of Trent, by R.H. 

I fay no more, only give thanks to Almighty God with all 
my heart, that I am eſcaped out of the unſtable waters of. 
Schiſm into the Ark. of Chriſt's Church. And I beſeech him 
to inſpire me with that Spirze of Devotion which I obſerv'd in 
the Maſs & other Books of Catholicks. As for the i]l practiſes 
of ſome, and the il] opinions of other Roman Catholicks, which 
Proteſtants arc. wont to charge upon. the whole Church, I paſs- 
it overasnoArgument at all : all Proteſlantsare no more Saints, 
then all Papiſts. In the Council oft 7rext an unprejudic'd Rea- 
der ſhall find nothing but whart is judicious and pious. And let 
him. view. Popery not as Proteſtants, but as Papiſts repreſent ir,. 
who.ſhould belt know their own Religion. 

In the Church of Rome he ſhall find variety of Religious Ocr-- 
ders, bur no Schiſm. nor diſcord about their Sacraments os Li- 
turgy. 1a veſte Eccleſig varictas eſt, ſciſſura non eſt. ” xk 
ULIOTNY: 
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fuſion of SeAs, nor diſobedience to Superiors; but all things 
perform'd in excellent order, and God Almighty ſerv'd, as he 
is the Creator and Emperor of the world, with Reverence and 
diſtance. _ |
